The bar to be magnetized 1» 
laid ou the table. u:id the ix>le of a 
powerful magnet i» rubbed from ton to 
twenty tiices along its leugth, uhvuys 
In the same direction. If the north pole 
of the magnet Is employed the cud of 
the bar first touched will also become 
a north pole, while the opposite end, at 
which the magnet is lifted before re- 
turnlnK, will be u south pole. 


There are other and more complicat- 


ed methods, known as "divided touch" 
and "double touch," In which two and 
even four magnets ure employed. 


A steel bar can also be imiKiietiKed 


by placing It within a coil of insulated 
wire, through which a galvanic current 
Is circulating. The magnetism luduced 
In this way, however, is weak com- 
pared with tbat which can be procured 
If the same strength of current la em- 
ployed through the intervention of an 
electromagnet.

that bave practically solved this prob- 
lem, each in its own ^'ay, and every 
car owner should do his part in mak- 
ing tbe glaring light only a memory to
